THE DOG ORDINANCE. 


The 
It Was Read For The First Time and 


Cherry Sewer Was Authorized. 


Mayor Cas&ingbam read the call for 


the medii.g alter Clerk "Wagner said 
he had not read tbe long misdemean- 
or ordinance in the minutes because 
had not been copied in tbe book.

Clerk Wagner read tbe ordinance 
providing for the Cherry street sewer 
and it was passed under suspension.

about

for a check. A record of all licensed 
dogs is to be-kept at tbe mayor's office, 
and the ordinance provides for the 
inpoundicgand ultimate disposition 
of the other dogs taken by the officer. 
The tag is to be of metal and will be 


ixJ for one year. It must be worn 


on a substantial collar. 
Tbe pound- 
master is to be the janitor of the city 
building, and he must search the city 
acb day for dogs withoat checks, his 
salary not to exceed S50 a month. 


If dogs impounded are not. claimed 
within 4S hours the mayor has power 
to dispose of them. 


Mr. Timmons thought ail policemen 


should be empowered to arrest dogs 
and be given a fee for doing it. Mayor j 
Cass'.ogbam thought tbe work would! 
.ake a policeman off his beat, and' 
would leave bis part of tbe city un- 
protected while he was looking af- 
.er dogs. 


Solicitor McDowell believed

'ee system would cost the city mi.re 
money. 
Mai or Cassingbam suggested tbat a

heaviest *outh*re«i. storms that has 
been 
experienced in many years 


struck this city with full force. The 
wind attained great velocity, blowing 
45 miles an hour in the city, while at 
Point Reyes it reached 60 mites. Ships 
dragged their anchors or broke their 
moorings at their docks, a fishing boat 
was capsized, the telephone and elec- 
tric wires were down and awnings, 
shade trees and fences were wrecked 
and pedestrians were greatly incon- 
venienced. Telegraphic 
communica- 


tion with the outside world was cut 
off. 
The full force of the storm was 


felt on the bay. and the bar was so 
rough that vessels were unable to 
leave port. North of the ferries craft 
of all sorts were tossed about like egg 
shells. The violent south wind stirred 
the bay into a rolling, tempestuous 
sea. against which anchors were al- 
most futile. Swell after swell, each 
apparently heavier than the one pre- 
ceding, pounded the vessels from the 
southerly direction and sent them 
drifting in dangerous proximity to one 
another, drove them close to the piers 
and 10 the islands, and kept use tow- 
boats busily engaged in efforts to pre- 
vent disaster. 


The transport Solace, with nothing 


but 300 tons of coal to keep her down, 
broke from her anchorage off Beale 
street and careened about the bay like 
a drunken sailor. She drifted broad- 
side on until a collision with the gov- 
ernment steamer Albatross seemed 
imminent, but she veered off in the 
nick of time. The wind and the swell 
caused her to drift helplessly, sending 
her finally toward the transport wharf' 
at Folsom street. The officers of the 
service gathered on the pier fully ex- 
pecting the Solace to crash into the 
wharf. Fortunately the direction of 
the swell carried the transport around 
until she just cleared the buffer and 
swung out into the stream. 


The transports Hancock and Rose* 


crans remained in the stream. No ef- 
fort was made to land their passen- 
gers. The San Francisco lightship No. 
70, located seven miles from Point 
Lobos. parted her moorings during the 
height of the storm and was soon 
drifting toward the harbor, which she 
finally made. At the time she went 
astray the wind was blowing at the 
rate of 70 miles an hour. Three 
3-story houses were blown down in the 
Mission district. 


LODGING HOUSE BURNED. 


Four Men Lose Their Lives and a 


Dozen Are Injured. 


Mace, Ida.. Feb. 26.—In a fire which, 


destroyed the bunk and boarding 
houses of the Standard mine here, 
four men lost their lives and a dozen 
others were seriously, three probably 
fatally, injured.

Sixty men were asleep ia the two 


buildings when the fire was discovered 
in the second floor of the boarding 
house. The alarm was quickly given, 
but tbe Sames spread with such rapid- 
ity that all escape was cut off except 
through the windows. Most of the in- 
jured were hurt while making their 
escape ;n this manner, though several 
were badly burned. It is supposed 
that the men who lost their lives be- 
came confused by the fire and smoke 
in the hallways and were unable to 
find a window. Their bodies have 
been recovered. 


Caucus on Cuba. 


"Washington, Feb. 26.—The Republi- 


can members of the house of repre- 
sentatives met in conference at 8:15 
p. m. to consider the question of Cu- 
ban reciprocity, the Republican mem- 
bers of the ways and means commit- 
tee hating reached an agreement to 
grant reciprocity concessions of about 
20 per cent. There was an unusually 
large attendance, about 125 Republi- 
can members being present. No final 
result was secured, and the meeting 
adjourned until Monday next. 


Found Dead In Bed. 


Chicago. Feb. 26.—Thomas D. Rob- 


ertson, a wholesale jeweler of Dallas, 
Tex., was found dead in bed in nis 
room at the Majestic hotel. Death had 
evidently resulted from natural causes, 
as tisere was no apparent indication of 
saicide or murder. The burial will 
take place at the home of the dead 
man's parents near Detroit. 


Kick Against Reciprocity. 


Liverpool. Feb. 26.—The merchants 


here who trade with Cuba are agitat- 
ing against the suggested treaty of 
reciprocity between the United States 
and Cuba, because they believe such a 
treaty is likely to be prejudicial to 
British trade, which has hitherto en- 
joyed a favored-nation treaty with 
Cuba.

There are 
already 120 wells on the survey, aad, 
in addition to the compromise, it is 
said Mrs. Snow will receive about 
$5.000 a month. The court apopinted 
S. Taliaferro of Houston auditor to 
keep accounts and make returns of 
Jlra. Snow's share through the court.

A new wli Jc.clrp3'' in the house of 


representatives tiie other day—filward 
L. Hamilton of Michigan, a Republic- 
an, who !s serving his third term, says 
• dispatch from Washington to the 
Philadelphia Press. He talked on 
'Tariff and Trusts" and literally 
spouted epigrams for an hour. He re- 
ceived an ovation when be finished. 
His speech was a succession of short 
sentences delivered in a loud voice that 
echoed through the chamber. Here 
are some of the things Mr. Hamilton 
said: 


"There is really nothing to be gained 


by denouncing wealth. Wealth is very 
likely to consider denunciation the 
tribute which envy compels. 


"The waeel of life terns high, turns 


low, but there is no point where the 
average man. rich or poor, is willing to 
stop. Above a certain moderate sum 
wealth becomes a financial expression, 
a column of figures. 


'•W«>altn is the victim of its own en- 


vironment. When yon see one of those 
figures in a grocery window grinding 
coffee, the figure seems to be running 
the machine, but in reality the machine 
is running the figure, and the figure 
cannot very well escape the tyranny of 
its own surroundings. 


••Thos.i who denounce wealth are 


very likely to be suspected of bypocri- 
sy. Most people would like to try the 
experiment of wealth. When a farmer 
gets 40 acres of iand. he wants SO, and 
when he gets SO he wants 100, aad 
when be gets 160 he wants more. 


"It is currently reported that a legis- 


lator who used to denounce stocks and 
bonds with great force and violence 
went up to New York at the close of 
the last congress and cashed in a tip 
of something like $250.000. 


"It is hard to please people anyhow. 


If a man is economical, you call him 
parsimonious; if he is a spendthrift 
you call him a fool; if he is rich, you 
call him a plntocrat- 


"To the men of moderate means un- 


limited wealth seems a good deal lite 
unlimited jam to the small boy, but he 
can hold only about so much anyhow. 
Generally speaking, it means rather a 
dreary round, certainly not more inter- 
esting than the keen ambition of the 
man seeking to 'get there.' 


~The capitalist plays for thousands 


as the schoolboy plays for marbles and 
is not so much interested in the money 
as in the game. After all. enjoyment is 
not so much in the thing tasted as in 
the palate of the taster. 


"The millionaire maintains a palace 


and finds his comfort in one room; 
keeps many servants to •wait on one 
another; keeps a carriage and -walks 
for exercise; has plenty to eat and 
diets for his health; has unlimited 
means "for diversion and seldom has 
time for diversion: gets tired of watch- 
ing the boundaries of his own posses- 
sions, but has to remain on guard. 


"Every once in a while after he 


draius all there is in it he turns state's 
evidence against the world, the flesh 
and the devil, good form, charitable 
brokerage and the well dressed tread- 
mill generally and telis us there is 
nothing In it, but -we keep right on 
after it. 


"Capital is only labor grown prosper- 


ous, and when it becomes prosperous 
it acts jast as prosperity always acts 
and gets envied in turn just as prosper- 
ity is always envied."
